M RS OF NEWS. 


T H E M INNESO TA T R E E LAW . 
The question of the desirability 
of urging the passage of the new 
Minnesota tree law was discussed 
at the recent convention of Ameri­ 
can nurserymen at Chicago. 
But 
few favored the law. 
The most 
serious objection was the interfer­ 
ence with interstate commerce. 
The law declares it unlawful for 
any person, corporation or associa­ 
tion to sell, or offer for sale, any 
tree, plant, shrub or vine 
not 
grown in the state of Minnesota, 
without first filing with the secre­ 
tary of state an affidavit setting 
forth his name, age, occupation 
and residence; and if an agent, the 
name, occupation and lesidence 
of his principal, and a statement 
as to where the nursery stock afore­ 
said to be sold is grown, together 
with a bond to the state of M inne­ 
sota in the penal sum of $2,000, to 
protect any citizen of the State 
who shall be defrauded by any 
false or fraudulent representations 
as to the place where such stock 
sold by such person, corporation 
or association was grown, or as to 
its hardiness 
for that climate. 
When the principal is a resident 
of the State, a bond shall be given 
by him and not by the agent, and 
when the above conditions have 
been fulfilled the secretary of state 
shall give the applicant a certifi­ 
cate under the official sea I of the 
State, setting forth iu detail that 
the holder has complied with the 
nroyisions of this act, and the ap­ 
plicant shall exhibit the original or 
certified copy ot this circular to 
any person to whom stock is offered 
for sale. 
Anyone who sells or offers for 
sale foreigu-grown nursery stock 
in the State shall furnish to the 
purchaser a duplicate order, with 
the contract, specifying that such 
stock is true to name, and as repre­ 
sented. 
The penalty for disobey­ 
ing shall be a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or imprison­ 
ment in the county jail ten to 
twenty days, at the discretion of 
the court, and penalty shall be in­ 
creased with the number of of­ 
fenses.

It will 
go into effect on July 1st,

Th is is th e initiation of a policy on 
th e part of th e adm inistration look­ 
ing toward making one postal terri­ 
tory of th e two continents of North 
and 
South 
America,

wh ich all m atter adm itted to th e 
mails of any country m ay be sent at 
th e rates of postage of th e country of 
origin. A similar treaty is now pend­ 
ing with Canada, with h ope of its be­ 
ing perfected.

relationsh ip, as over a connecting line 
of railway. 


Maxwell, th e St. Louis murderer, 
cannot complain of th e rapid move­ 
ment of justice; but a t last h e is in a 
condition to realize it is sure if slow. 
He is to be h anged on th e 12tli of Au­ 
gust, and will expiate one of th e most 
rem arkable murders in th e criminal 
h istory of th e country. Bysomeofth e 
finest detective work in th e annals of 
tracing crime and punish ing crimi­ 
nals, Maxwell was traced from St. 
Louis to Auckland, NVw Zealand, 
wh ere h e was followed and arre6ted 
by two St. Louis detectives, wh o trav­ 
eled over 14,000 miles over sea and 
land to effect h is capture and bring 
h im back to th at city. 
He arrived in 
St. Louis in custody August 15,1885, 
a little over four month s after h is 
fligh t from th atcity . He w as convict­ 
ed of murder in th e first degree and 
sentenced to tie h anged in th e early 
part of June, 1880, after one of th e 
most sensational trials on record, 
lasting fully four weeks. Since th en 
h e h as been figh ting th e case on legal 
points in th e courts, but h as at last 
reach ed th e end of h is teth er by th e 
judgment of th e supreme court of 
th e state. 
After justice sh all h ave 
been raeeted out to Maxwell, th e pub­ 
lic will be somewh at im patient to 
h ave th e Ch icago boinb th rowers pun­ 
ish ed. Th e delay in th is case is al­ 
most with out precedents.

KILLED BY THE CARS. 


Con d uctor Ed . Richmon d Meets a Hor­ 
rible Death. 
The n ews that Ed . Richmon d had been 
killed at Detroit at 12:45 last n ight was 
received here shortly after the accid en t 
occurred . 
Mr. Richmon d was com in g 
toward Brain erd w ith a stock train , No. 
18. 
Just before pullin g in to the D etroit 
yard the bin d brakeman an d Richmon d 
were con versin g an d be started ahead to 
go to the en gin e, when sud d en ly Rich­ 
m on d ’s light d isappeared an d as the 
train stopped he was missed . 
The train 
men m istrustin g that he had been throw n 
from the train wen t back an d his lifeless 
bod y was foun d some three car-len gths 
from where the last car passed over him , 
his bod y lyin g between th e rails w ith 
his head an d arms over the rail. 
His 
left arm was n early served from the 
bod y, his right on e m utilated above the 
wrist, an d his head was man gled past all 
recogn ition , the wheels passin g over it 
just above the eyes an d serverin g th a t 
part completely as well as the back of 
the head . 
Death was in stan tan eous.

coron er’s in quest was held imm ed iately 
an d the rem ain s were brought to B rain ­ 
erd on this m orn in g’s passen ger train an d 
taken to Lotey &, Dean ’s un d ertakin g 
establishm en t.

THE MINNESOTA TREE LAW. 
The question of the desirability 
of urging the passage of the new 
Minnesota tree law was discussed 
at the recent convention of Ameri­ 
can nurserymen at Chicago. 
But 
few favored the law. 
The most 
serious objection was the interfer­ 
ence with interstate commerce. 
The law declares it unlawful for 
any person, corporation or associa­ 
tion to sell, or offer for sale, any 
tree, plant, shrub or vine not 
grown in the state of Minnesota, 
without first filing with the secre­ 
tary of state an affidavit setting 
forth his name, age, occupation 
and residence; and if an agent, the 
name, occupation and iesidence 
of his principal, and a statement 
as to where the nursery stock afore­ 
said to be sold is grown, together 
with a bond to the state of Minne­ 
sota in the penal sum of $2,000, to 
protect any citizen of the State 
who shall be defrauded by any 
false or fraudulent representations 
as to the place where such stock 
sold by such person, corporation 
or association was grown, or as to 
its hardiness 
for that climate. 
When the principal Is a resident 
of the State, a bond shall be given 
by him and not by the agent, and 
when the above conditions have 
been fulfilled the secretary of state 
shall give the applicant a certifi­ 
cate under the official seal of the 
State, setting forth in detail that 
tile holder has complied with the 
Divisions of this act, and the ap­ 
plicant shall exhibit the original or 
certified copy ot this circular to 
any person to whom stock is offered 
for sale. 
Anyone who sells or offers for 
sale foreign-grown nursery stock 
iii the State shall furnish to the 
purchaser a duplicate order, with 
the contract, specifying that such 
stock is true to name, and as repre­ 
sented. 
The penalty for disobey­ 
ing shall be a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than 
one hundred dollars, or imprison­ 
ment in the county jail ten to 
twenty days, at the discretion of 
the court, and penalty shall be in­ 
creased with the number of of­ 
fenses.

I wish to say that I made 
that remark nowhere else, and that 
as the Journal and the D i s p a t c h 
are both printed on one press, and 
friendly relations exist between the 
two papers, there are frequently 
expressions of opinion and state­ 
ments of facts passed between the 
proprietors that are not intended 
for the ears of other people. It was 
so in this case. 
We invariably 
speak well of the News to the busi­ 
ness men and others with whom 
we have conversed about it, both 
as to its merits as a newspaper and 
circulation, and we expressed opin­ 
ions of that kind no longer ago 
than night before last to one of the 
most prominent business men in 
the city, H. I. Cohen. 
It is with 
regret, therefore, that we notice 
the attempt of the News to place 
us in the attitude of taking advan­ 
tage of what we saw when making 
a friendly call to injure that paper. 
The papers which we saw were the 
Sunday edition,for which thesheets 
are not 
cut iii two in the man­ 
ner referred to in the News, and if 
the News has 45u circulation in a 
town that does not contain 1,000 
residence buildings it is doing very 
well. 
I do not imagine that it 
claims to circulate among the farm­ 
ers, or extensively throughout the 
state at large. 
At the city election 
in March, Brainerd cast 866 votes; 
and at the election in April, which 
was a very exciting one, and there 
were a good many lumbermen in 
town who were entitled to vote, 
950 votes were cast. 
If a local 
daily could get a circulation of 960, 
as claimed by the News, the first, 
month in a town of that size, it 
would be without a parallel since 
journalism 
was 
invented. 
We 
want to see the daily succeed, and 
we would not refer to these facts 
if we had not been unceremonious­ 
ly jum{*ed onto in this matter. We 
believe, however, it the News can 
dispose of 450 copies of its double- 
sized Sunday edition, it had better 
try to be satisfied and not call for 
an investigation.

RAILROAD BONDS. 
The Crookston Times in its last 
issue says: 
The railroad bond matter, which 
has remained dormant for the past 
three weeks, was brought up in 
the city council on Tuesday eve­ 
ning, and has reached its final 
conclusion. 
It was understood 
that a proposition would be made 
from the Moorhead and Northern, 
and the delay had been caused in 
waiting for it. 
It now appears 
that the M. & N., proposition will 
not be forthcoming inasmuch as 
one of the offices of the company is 
vacant, and the stockholders have 
not called a meeting to fill it. 
Such being the case, the Manitoba 
Company ask that we give up that 
proposition and fall back to the 
the old proposition of the Brainerd 
& Northwestern, they giving us 
the same guarantee on this as on 
the M. & N., proposition, viz: that 
the bonds will be either returned 
to the city canceled or negotiated, 
and the proceeds placed at the 
disposition of the city council, to 
be invested iii local improvements 
or to be used to aid local enter­ 
prises, and encourage manufactu­ 
ring industries to come here. 
Let­ 
ters were received by Mayor Hurl* 
burt from both President Hill and 
his assistant, W. P. Clough, to 
this effect, which were read to the 
council, and, by an almost unani­ 
mous vote, it was decided to call 
the election to vote on the ques­ 
tion, July 19. 
There is not the 
least doubt that the bonds will be 
voted by a big majority, when the 
election is held, aud we feelassured 
that the people perfectly safe in 
doing so.

He is to be hanged on the 12th of Au­ 
gust, and will expiate one of tile m ost 
rem arkable murders in the criminal 
history of the country. By som e of the 
finest detective work in the annals of 
tracing crime and punishing crimi­ 
nals, Maxwell was traced from St. 
Loins to 
Auckland, 
New Zealand, 
where he was followed and arrested 
by two St. Louis detect i ves, who trav­ 
eled over 14,1)00 miles over sea and 
land to effect his capture and bring 
him back to that city. 
He arrived in 
St. Louis in custody August 1 5 ,1885, 
a little over four m onths after his 
flight from th at city. 
He was convict­ 
ed of murder in the first degree and 
sentenced to lie hanged in the early 
part of June, 1*86, after one of the 
m ost sensational trials on record, 
lasting fully four weeks. 
Since then 
he has been fighting the case on legal 
points in the courts, but has at last 
reached the end of his tether by the 
judgment of the suprem e court of I 
the state.

and respected up to his fall, who reared a 
large fam ily of children and grandchildren 
until the tem pter came and debauched 
him." 
Sharp, Forshay A Kerr were re­ 
sponsible for the itiisiiig of $ 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 by 
the Broadway Surface com pany, which 
large sum had' m ysteriously disappeared. 
The judge charged, and after an absence 
of thirteen m inutes returned in to court 
with a verdict of guilty with a recom m en­ 
dation to mercy 
The 
aged 
prisoner's 
head dropped. 
He was removed to the 
Ludlow street jail. 
Sentence w ill be pass­ 
ed July 13. 
The penalty is n ot more than 
ten years at hard labor or a fine of $5,000, 
or Iwith.

The fiscal year 
closed with the close of business on Thurs­ 
day June the 30th inst. 
An approxim ate 
statem en t can lie given as to the fiscal re­ 
su lts of tho year, and it will n ot m aterial­ 
ly differ from the tabu lation s which are 
n ot generally 
m ade before 
September. 
The receipts for the fiscal year exceed the 
estim ates very considerably. 
The receipts 
from 
internal 
revenue are 
$118,500,- 
000. 
This 
is 
$ 5 0 0 ,0 0 0 
more 
than 
the 
estim ates, 
arid 
is 
attrib ­ 
uted to som e extent to the large receipts 
from th e ta x upon oleom argarine. 
The re­ 
ceipts from custom s will lie ab ou t $218,- 
000.000, or $ 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 more than 
the 
treasury estim ates. 
The estim ates 
were 
made by Mr. Manning. 
This am ount is 
more than was ever received before from 
custom s in any fiscal year excepting 18*2. 
But n ot withstanding the large receipts for 
this year the treasury officials do n ot ex­ 
pect 
th a t 
thero 
will bo a continued 
growth in the receipts from the custom s in 
the next year as there has been In tho last, 
and the estim ates of thocustom income for 
the next fiscal year 
are $ 1 1 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
There is nothing in the condition of the 
treasury to indicate a m aterial reduction in 
the revenues or to m ake it seem probable 
th a t the question of tho reduction o fth e 
surplus will not lie a vital one for a long 
tim e to com e. T hcsurplus is very much re­ 
duced from the large figures of one year 
ago, and it is probably not more than one- 
half of that. sum . 
There will be many 
new dem ands upon t he treasury because the 
appropriations for the new fiscal year be­ 
come available, and am ong Hie im m ediate 
dem ands are for the 3 per cents called and

tered over all the prairie, which is four 
miles in circumference, 
whorl they have 
been a t work ever since.

Their depredations have n ot e x ­ 
tended into the tim bered districts yet, but 
are confined to the prairie section before 
m entioned. 
The dam age done will not ex­ 
ceed a thousand acres.

The news that Ed. Richmond had been 
killed at Detroit at 12:45 last night was 
received here shortly after the accident 
occurred. 
Mr. Richmond was coming 
toward Brainerd with a stock train, No. 
18. 
Just before pulling into the Detroit 
yard the hind brakeman and Richmond 
were conversing and he started ahead to 
go to Ihe engine, when suddenly Rich­ 
mond’s light disappeared and as the 
train stopped he was missed. 
The train

from the train went back and his lifeless 
body was found some thiw# car-lengths 
from where the last car passed over him, 
his body lying between the rails with 
his head and arms over the rail.

left arm was nearly served from the 
body, his right one mutilated above the 
wrist, and Ins head was mangled past all 
recognition, the wheels passing over it 
just above the eyes and servering that 
part completely as well as the back of 
the head. 
Death wan instantaneous. 
A 
coroner’s inquest was held immediately 
and the remains were brought to Brain­ 
erd on this morning’s passenger train and 
taken to Losey & Dean’s undertaking 
establishment. 
The cause of the accident is ascribed 
by some as having resulted from obstruc­ 
tions on the top of the fifth car from the 
engine in the shape of saddles which 
were tied on top of the cars, and it is be­ 
lieved that Mr. Richmond in running 
did not notice them or in trying to get 
over stumbled and felt, for on the next 
car ahead were 
found pieces of 
his 
lantern which was smashed as he fell. 
Edward W. Richmond was a general 
favorite among the railroad boys of this 
city and Had friends among ail classes of 
people with w hom lie came in contract.

Licensed for a Year. 


The city council met last Saturday eve­ 
ning to complete the licensing of saloons 
and to issue the same. 
A question had 
arisen as to whether the council had a 
right to issue license for a year or for 
“ twenty days after the next city elec­ 
tion” and the discussion over it was 
somewhat spirited.

Officer Lewis tried to find 
out what he was laid off for, but the 
council did not know nor had they been 
asked to confirm bis discharge. 
The en­ 
forcement of the cattle ordinance in re­ 
gard to their running at large was ordered 
strictly enforced.
